RUM THe WATER 


Soared Aloft and Then 
Returned to Water. 


Marvelous Feat by Glenn Cur- 
tiss at San Diego---Aeroplane 
Scudded Along the Bay for a 
Quarter of a Mile Before As- 


cending. 


San Diego, Cal., January 26.—For the 
first time in the thistory of aviation, 
an aeroplane rose from the surface of 
the water today, sailed about and re- 
turned to the starting point, where it 
landed on the water as easily as a 
gull. 

This feat was achieved by Glenn H. 
Curtiss in his specially equipped aero- 
Plane on Santiago bay. The machine 
covered about 2 miles, and the flight 
was made after almost two weeks of 
‘experimenting to devise special appli- 
ances to float the machine and allow 
it to attain sufficient speed on the sur- 
face of the water before lifting. 

When the aeroplane was brought 
out at noon today ang floated on the 
Shallow water between Coronado and 
North ‘island, it was equiped with 
hydroplanes and a new arrangement 
of front surfaces. Curtiss climbed 
into the seat and started the powerful 
motor. 

Aeroplane Scuds Up Bay. 
The aeroplane scudded up the Day 
a 40-mile clip for a quarter of a 
mile, then lifted out of the water and 
rose to a height of 50 feet. After re- 
maining tin the air one minute and 
twenty-two seconds, flying a half mile, 
Curtiss alighted and turned around as 
easily as a motor boat. Putting on 
full power, he again arose, this time 
to a height of a hundred feet,. sailed 
out over the bay a mile from the 
Starting place, circled around near 
the revenue cutter Bear and the repair 
ship Iris and landed lightly on the 
water in front of the hanger-on shore.

AYMENT DELAYED 


Counting on Feb. 1 as 
Date, Gov. Paid Teachers. 


Ready Earlier Than He 
Thought, Now There Is Not 
Enough in the Treasury to 
Pay the $1,114,524. 


With the pension rolls completed and 
with Pension Commissioner Lindsey ap- 
plying to Governor Brown for a war- 
rant with which to pay the confederate 
veterans their pensions for 1911, the 
state treasury finds itself nearly 
$300,000 shy of the amount necessary to 
meet this obligation. 

Commissioner Lindsey notified the 
governor Thursday that he is ready to 
pay the pensions, and the governor 
promptly replied thdt the money is not 
in the treasury at this time and will 
not be until some time during the first 
week in February. 

Several days ago Governor Brown an- 
nounced that he was ready to draw the 
warrant for the pensions and at that 
time the money with which to do it was 
in the treasury. 
~But Commissioner Lindsey informed 
the governor that he would not have 
the rolls completed until February 1, at 
the earliest, whereupon the governor, 
knowing that funds would be in the 
treasury for the payment of the pen- 
sions at that time, drew a warrant 
making a final payment of about $700,- 
000 to the teachers for the year 1910. 

Accordingly the treasury is left with 
only about $900,000, whereas the 
amount requisite to pay the pensions is 
$1,114,524. The money, however, will be 
available the first week in February, 
the time previously mentioned as the 
period when the pensions would be 
paid. 

What Each County Will Get. 

According to figures compiled by the 
pension commissioner Fulton county 
heads the list as usual with 1,302 pen- 
sioners as compared with 1,075 in 1910, 
an increase of about 227, due largely to 
the fact that many pensioners were 
added to the rolls under the amendment 
authorizing payment of pensions to 
veterans and widows of veterans worth 
not more than $1,500. The amount of 
money drawn by the county for the 
payment of pensions is $77,930. 

The total number of pensioners is 
18,688, and the number in each county 
and the amounts which each county

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TO BLAZE TRAIL 


That Will Lead City 
Out of Financial Woods. 


Tax Committee Will Begin at 
Once Investigation of Atlan- 
ta’s Scheme of Taxation With 
View of Finding Plan of Rais- 
ing Needed Revenue. 


A financial “trail-blazer’ for At- 
lanta, strenuously called for by The 
Constitution, is now about to be foung 

The tax committee of council is to 
take up the work of investigating the 
entire tax system of the city with a 
view to providing some plan whereby 
the city’s revenue can be increased. 

It was thought at first that the 
finance committee of council might 
take up this imperative work, but it 
seems, under the city’s laws, it is a 
duty of the tax committee to provide 
the ways and means, while the finance 
committee disburses the money to be 
ex pended. 

The tax committee of council is com- 
posed of Alderman John 8S. Candler, 
chairman; Alderman I. -N Ragsuale, 
Alderman Cc. H. Kelly, Councliman 
Aldine Chambers and Councilman J. 
R. Nutting. 

Duty of Tax Committee, 

Alderman Candler states that, it be- 
ing the duty of thetax committee to 
look after all matters of taxation, ly 
will see to it that a full and thorougn 
investigation is made of the entire tax 
system, and that some plan, if possi- 
ble, will be reported to council] where- 
by the city’s revenue can be so sub- 
stantially increased as to raise suf- 
ficient funds for all the various de- 
partments and for the much-needed 
public imprevements which are how 
cut because of a lack of money. 

“We began this investigation,” says 
Alderman Candler, “last November, 
and we had made some headway when 
the first of the year came, and a new 
council and a new tax committee made 
it necessary to begin again, in a 
measure. The tax committee will meet 
again next Wednesday, and there will 
be some very active measures taken 
to overhaul the city’s system of taxa- 
tion.”’ 

Alderman Kelly is out of the city, 
and could not be seen Thursday, but it 
is known that he is thoroughly in ac- 
cord with The Constitution’s deman 
that something be done as s00n as 
possible to add more money to the 
city’s revenue in order that there be 
no lack of funds which are needed to 
keep the city going onward in its 
municipal progress. 

Can Devise Some Pian. 

Céuncilman Nutting says he heartily 
indorses what The Constitution is do- 
ing to help inerease the _ City’s 
finances. He says he S@@@S, ose® ss’ a 
direct increase of the tax rate at this 
time, and believes that the general 
council can devise some measure for 
securing the needed funds witheut in- 
creasing the tax rate. 

“T ghall certainly do what I can as 
a member of the tax committee,” says 
Councilman Nutting, “to see that om: 
tax system is thoroughiy investigated 
and that no stone is left unturned to 
increase the city’s revenue, as The 
Constitution so ably urges. I believe 
the committee will find some plan to 
get the city in such a financlal con- 
dition as will give us ample funds to 
take care of all the departments and 
make appropriations for the public im- 
provements that are nowa crying 
need. We are in a financial rut, it 
seems, and we have got to put our 
shoulder to the wheel and push the 
wagon to where it can roll along wun 
the good road of prosperity.” 

Councilman Chambers says that he 
is glad that The Constitution has 
taken up the matter, and he believes 
the tax committee cwes it as a dufy 
to the people of Atlanta to find sone 
plan by which to relieve the city’s 
financial embarrassment.” 

\ Trail-Blazer Badly Needed, 

“A financial ‘trail-blazer’ is badly 
needed,” says Councilman Chambers, 
‘and the tax committee, I think, can 
blaze a trail that will lead us out of 
the financtal swamp. Other cities nave 
gone ahead of Atlanta in financial 
matters, and this ought not to be th 
case. As a member of the tax com- 
mittee I shall do all in my power to 
help blaze the trail that The Consti- 
tution has called for.” 

Alderman Ragsdale says that he 
stands willing and ready to co-operate 
with the other members of the tax 
committee in their efforts to find some 


amore solid footing. He says he 
agrees with The Constitution that the 
time has come for some action to be 
taken whereby the city’s revenue is 
made commensurate with its 
growth and development. 

So just keep your eye on the tax 
committee of council, for it now looks 
like Atlanta’s financial “trail-blazer”’ 
is about to materialize.

But. Twelfth’ Man Thought She

Wheeling, W. Va., January 26.—Aft- 
er struggling for more than twenty- 
four hours with a mass of technical 
and sensational testimony, the jury in 
the case of Mrs. Laura Farnsworth 
Schenk, charged with poisoning her 
husband, John O. Schenk, announced 
late today they were hopelessly di- 
vided and could nat reach a verdict. 
Judge L. 8. Jordan importuned them 
to further efforts, but at 5:04 p. m. 
discharged them from the case. To- 
night Mrs. Schenk fs again in jail, de- 
spite her hopes that she- would be a 
free woman upon the verdict of the 
jury. 

One Juror Prevented Acquittal. 

The final vote taken by the jury 
after the long session stood eleven for 
acquittal and one for conviction. On 
the first ballot, taken within five min- 
utes after the jury retired Wednes- 
day evening, eight voted for acquittal, 
three for conviction and one juryman 
refused to vote. 

On the second ballot there were nine 
votes for acquittal and three for con- 
viction. From this status the num- 
ber of those standing by an acquittal 
verdict was gradually worked up to 
eleven. 

The one juror who prevented a ver- 
dict was Isaac Heyman, salesman for 
a local’ provision company. From the 
Start he held that the accused was 
guilty’ of the crime with which she 
was charged, and it.was finally rec- 
ognized that there was absolutely no 
chance for a verdict. While a new 
trial will. be necessary, it is generally 
conceded that the task of selecting a 
jury will be most diffiéult. 

Talk of Attempted Bribery.

‘Text of Arrangement Laid Be- 


fore Parliament at Ottawa 
and Congress at Wash- 
ington, 


MANY LEADING ARTICLES 
PLACED ON FREE LIST 


Cotton Seed Oil to Be Admit- 
ted Free by Canada and 
Rough Lumber by United 
States--Print Paper to Be Free 
When Canada Removes: Re- 
strictions on Pulp Wood. 


Washington, January 26.—Within 
less than ten months after the initia- 
tion by President Taft of negotiations 
with the Canadian government, there 
was laid simultaneously before the 
American congress at Washington and 
the Canadian parliament at Ottawa to- 
day a reciprocity arrangemem, which, 
if approved by the legislative branches 
of the two governments, will surely do 
much, in the opinion of the negotia- 
tors, to enlarge and liberalize the trade 
between the United States and Canada, 

Treaty Is Not Necessary. 

Usually such arrangements take the 
form of a treaty, but in the presept 
instance this was not done, with the 
result that considerable time will be 
gaved in the consummation of the 
agreement, which can be made efe 
fective by a simple majority vote in 
each of the two legislatures. In the 
case of a treaty it would be necessary 
in the United States, at least, to have 
the approval of a full two-thirds of 
the senate, but now the way is clear 
for the Ways and means committee of 
the house and the finance committee 
of the senate to proceed as it would 
with any tariff bill. 

To Reduce Cost of Living. 

The animating purpose of Secretary 
Knox appeared to have been to secure 
a redlction of the “high cost of liv- 
ing” by greatly enlarging the free list 
so far as it relates to foodstuffs com- 
ing from Canada. On the other hand, 
he secured a notable abatement of de- 
ties on a number of American prod- 
ucts consumed in Canada. Prominent 
among these is bituminous coal, which 
is now exported to Canada tothe value 
of several million dollars annually. 
There is also a much better opening 
for American farm machinery and im- 
plements, which will be appreciated Dy 
the many American farmers who have 
gone into the Canadian northwest. 

It is a notable fact that no less 
than 91 per cent of the Canadian goods 
imported into the United States will 
benefit by considerable reductions of 
duty and only $ per cent of our Cana- 
dian {imports will remain unaffected. 

To Remove Duty on Print Paper. 

The intention of the commissioners 
to remove all the duties on printing 
paper and pulp wood was affected, 
so far as the Dominion government 
could do it outside the limitations ex- 
isting, the laws of the Canadian pro- 
vincial government's imposing export 
duty on wood cut on crown lands in 
Canada, but it would appear that the 
American duty will lie only upon the 
comparatively small proportion of Ca- 
nadian pulp or wood cut on such crown 
lands. 

The agreement, to become effective, 
must be put in the shape of law 
amendatory of the existing tariff acts 
in the United States and Canada, and 
it will require sharp work to accome 
plish this, so far as congress is cone 
cerned, in the brief period of time Tree 
maining of the present session. ‘ 


TAFT URGES CONGRESS 
TO RATIFY AGREEMENT 


President Sends Special 
Indorsing Work 
Negotiators. 


Washington, January 26.—Urging 
the prompt passage of a reciprocity 
treaty between the United States and 
Canada, President Taft today sent to 
congress a special message, accompa- 
nied by the agreement looking to such 
treaty, reached by representatives of 
the Canadian government and of the 
state department at a recent confer- 
ence in this city. 

“Identity of interest of two peoples 
linked together by race, language, po- 
litical institutions and geographical 
proximity,”

he feels it is “the wish of the Ameri- 
can people” that this country enter 
into a “more intimate and cordial re 
lationship with Canada.” 

Liberality of view in dealing with 
the proposed treaty is recommended by 
President Taft.

two countries so situated geograph- 
ically should be to give ‘play to pro- 
ductive forces as far as practicable, 
Tegardiess 6f political’ boundaries. No 
yardstick can measure the benefits to 
the people of this freer commércial 
intercourse and no trade agreement 
should be judged wholly by custom 
house statistics. 

“We have reached a stage 
own development that calls for a 
Statesmanlike and broad view of our 
future economic status and its require- 
ments. We have drawn upon our nat- 
ural resources in such a way as to 
invite attention to their necessary 
limit. This has properly aroused ef- 
fort to conserve them, to avoid their 
waste and to restrict their use to our 
necessities. We have so increased in 
population and in our consumption of 
food products and other necessities of 
life, hitherto supplied largely from our 
Own country, that unless we material- 
,ly increase our production we can see 
before us a change in our economic 
position, from that of-a country sell- 
ing to the world food and natural 
products of the farm and forest, to 
one consuming and importing them. 

Radical Change in Exports. 

“Excluding cotton, which is excep- 
tional, a radical change is already 
shown in our exports in the felling 
off in the amount of our agricultural 
products sold abroad, and a corre 
sponding marked increase itn our man- 
ufactures exported. A far-sighted pol- 
icy requires that if we can enlarge 
our supply of natural resources, and 
especially of food products and the 
necessities of life, without substan- 
tial injury to any of our producing and 
manufacturing classes, we should take 
steps to do so now.” 

President Taft holds that a commer- 
clal-agreement with Canada “by which 
we shall have direct access to her 
@reat supply of natural] products with- 
out an obstructing or prohibitory 
tariff, is mot a violation of the pro- 
tective principle, as that has been au- 
thoritatively announced by those who 
uphold it, because that principle does 
not call for a tariff between this coun- 
try and one whose conditions as to 
production, population and wages are 
so like ours, and when our common 
boundary line of 3,000 miles in itself 
must make a radical distinction be- 
tween our commercia!t treatment of 
Canada and of any other country.” 

The president says that the Cana- 
dians “soon must decide whether they 
@re to regard themselves as isolated 
permanently from our markets by a 
perpetual wall or whether we are to 
be commercial friends. If we give 
them reason to take the former view,” 
he adds, “can we complain if they 
adopt methods denying access to cer- 
tain of their natural resources except 
upon conditions quite unfavorable to 
us? A notable instance of such a pos- 
sibility may be seen In the conditions 
surrounding the supply of wood pulp 
and the manufacture. of print paper, 
for which we have made a conditional 
provision in the agreement, beltewed 
to be equitable. 

Reciprocity and Cost of Living. 

“Should we not now, therefore, be- 
fore their policy has become too crys- 
tallizeqd and fixed for change, meet 
them in a spirit of real concession, fa- 
cilitate commerce between the two 
countries, and thus greatly increase 
the natura] resources available to our 
people?” 

As to the effect the treaty would 
have on the cost of living in the 
United States, the president says: 

“I do not wish to hold out the pros- 
pect that the unrestricted interchange 
of food products will greatly and at 
once reduce their cost to the people of 
this country. Moreover, the present 
smal amount of Canadian surplus for 
export as compared with that of our 
own production and consumption would 
make the reduction gradual. Exclrd- 
ing the element of transportation, the 
price of staple food products, especial- 
ly of cereals, is much the same the 
world over, and the recent increase in 
price has been the result of a world- 
wide cause. But a source of supply as 
near as Canada would certainly help 
to prevent speculative fluctuations;

FOR TRADE RECIPROCITY 


Washington, January 26.—The basis 
of the reciprocal trade agreement 
reached by the Uniteq States and 
Canada is announced by the state de- 
partment as follows: 

“Reciprocal iists on leading food 
products such as wheat and other 
grains, da’ry products, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, fish of all kinds, eggs 
and p. try, ‘cattle, sheep and other 
live animals. Also certain commod- 
ities now free in one country are to 
be made free by the other, such as 
cotton seed of] by Canada and rough 
lumber by the United States. 


“Tin and tin plates now dutiable in 
both countries are made mutually 
free. Barbed wired fencing, now ‘®x- 
empted from duty by Canada is also 
exempted by the United States. Some 
raw materials, such as mica and jip- 
sum, which enter into numerous indus- 
tries, are to be made free by the 
United States. Printing paper is tv 
become free on the removal of all re- 
strictions on the exportation of pulp 
wood. 

“Mutual reduced identical rates on 
secondary food products, such as fresh 
meats, canned meats, bacon and hams, 
lard and lard compounds, canned veg- 
etables, flour, cereal preparations and 
other foodstuffs, partly manufactured. 

Mutually Reduced Rates. 

“Mutually reduced rates on a list 
of manufactured commodities, which 
includes motor vehicles, cutlery, clocks 
and watches, sanitary fixtures, satchels 
and similar leather goods, plate giass, 
brass band instruments, printing ink 
and miscellaneoug articles. Agricul- 
tural imploments, such as plows, har- 
vesters, threshing machines and drills 
are reduced by Canada to the United 
States. 

“A small lst of articles is given in 
special by each country. Canada re- 
duces coal to 46 cents per ton. and 
cement to 1 cent per hundreg pounds. 
The United States reduces iron ore to 
10 cents per ton, lowers the rate on 
aluminum products and on dressed 
lumber. 

“Total amount of duties to be re- 
mitted by the United States, $4,850,000. 

“The total amount of duties to be 
remitted by Canada $2,560,000.

TARIFF HAS BE 


FROM NUMEROUS ARTICLES! 


EN LIFTED

Washington, January 26.—Some idea 
of what the commissioners have done 
in reducing duties on Canadian goods 
to be admitted into the United States 
and American g00ds admitted into 
Canada, under the new agreement is 
afforded by extracts from the exhaus- 
tive schedules included in the corre- 
spondence. It appears that among the 
articles now dutiable that go on the 
free list are cattle, which are now 
dutiable at the rate of from $2 each to 
27.6 per cent coming into the United 
States and at 25 per cent going into 
Canada. Every* Canadian hog pays a 
$1.50 duty when he crosses the line, 
and so does a sheep, while the Amer- 
ican porker is taxed 1% cents per 
pound when he enters Canada, and 
sheep pay 25 per cent. Canadian poul- 
try now pays a duty of 5 cents a 
pound dead and 3 cents alive, and 
American poultry crossing into Canada 
pays 20 per cent. 

Canadian wheat is taxed 25 cents per 
bushel entering America,.which is more 
than double the rate American wheat 
costs imported into Canada. All food 
products, like oats, barley, buckwheat 
and the like, now pay duties ranging 
from 15 to 45 cents per bushel coming 
from Canada and from 10 to 25 cents 
entering Canada from the United 
States. Hay pays $4 a ton going to, 
Canada and $2 returning. All these 
will be free, if the agreement is rati- 
fied. So will onions and potatoes and 
dried fruits and cheese and fresh milk 
and eggs, which now pay considerable 
duties, as much as 25 cents per bushel 
in the case of potatoes and 5 cents a 


dozen for eggs of Canadian production. | 

The Canadians will get their cotton) 
seed oil free, where they now pay a'| 
duty of 17.5 per cent. On the other! 
hand, Canadian flax seed, which is now | 
taxed 25 cents a bushel, will come into)! 
this country free. All kinds of gar- | 
den seeds will be free; they now pay 
duties ranging from 4 to 10 cents a 
pound. ‘ 

Canadian timber, now dutiable at % 
cent per cubic foot, and all kinds of 
planks of different woods, now dutiable | 
at 50 cents to $1.25 a thousand, and | 
telegraph poles, now paying 10 per'| 
cent, and pickets, at 10 per cent, all go 
on the free list. 

American tin plate and crucible steel 
wire, which now pay 5 per cent duty, 
will be admitted into Canada free, and 
the same is true of barbed fencing 
wire, coming from Canada, which now 
pays three-quarters of 1 cent a pound. 

Some of the articles that are to be 
admitted at reduced rates of duty on 
both sides follow: 

Wheat flour from Canada, instead of 
25 per cent, will pay 50 cents per 
bushel, and American fiour will pay the 
same rate in Canada, where it is now 
60 cents. ° 

There ris no reduction in the case of 
Canadian agricultural implements en- 
tering the United States, which will 
still continue to pay 15 per cent. But 
the American implements’ entering 
Canada will do so at 15 per cent, where 
they now pay from 17% to 20 per cent. 

Bituminous coal, which now pays 52 
cents per ton, may enter Canada at 456 
cents per ten, and the United States af- 
fords the same rate on coal.

For Mutual Advantage. 


“My purpose in making a reciprocal 
trade agreement with Canada has been 
not only to obtain one which would be 
mutually advantageous to both coun- 
tries, but one which also would be 
truly national in its scope, as applied 
to our own country, and would be of 
benefit to all sections: Some reat- 


justments may be needed, but in a very. 


short period the advantage of the free 
commercial exchange between commu- 
nities separated only by short dis- 
tances will strikingly manifest itse.f. 
That the broadening of the sources 
of food supplies, that the opening of 
the timber resources of the Vominion 
to our needs, that the agdition to tne 
supply of raw materials, will be lim- 
ited to.no particular section does not 
require demoastratoin. 

“The same ovservation applies to the 
markets which the Dominion offers us 
in exchange. As an illustration, it has 
been found possible to obtain free en- 
try inte Canada for fresh fiuits and 
vegetables—a matter of special va.ue 
to the south and to the Facific coast 
in disposing of their products in tier 
season. It also has been practicable 
to obtain free entry for the cotton seed 
oil of the seuth—a most imporiant 
product with a rapidly expanding con- 
sumption in the ominion.

“This trade agreement, if entered 
into, will cement the f:iendly relations 
with the Dominion which have resuit-

Chicago, January 26.—A protest 
against what he called “government in- 
terference” in the capitalization of 
railroads was made by Charles Dawes, 
president of the Central Trust Com- 
pany of Illinois, in the hearing today 
before the railroad securities commis- 
sion, which is seeking .light as to the 
feasibility of recommending to con- 
cress federal control of railroad stocks 
and bonds.

Elsewhere The Constitution makes announcement of an im- 
portant agreement whereby the tax committee of council, of which 
Judge John S. Candler is chairman, will undertake to formulate for 
the consideration of council a method of relief from the present 
situation. 

As the first definite step taken to meet the root-evil of the 
city’s financial system, the announcement means much. 

The tax committee of council is charged with the vital business 
of considering questions pertaining to the city’s income. The 
finance committee reports on disbursements.

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A COURTHOUSE FOR THE FUTURE. 


The board of county commissioners for Fulton county has 
exhibited sound business judgment and civic breadth in the manner 
in which it has gone about planning the construction of a new 
courthouse. 

The board yesterday adopted by unanimous vote the report of 
the committee on public buildings relative to the new structure. 

That report provides for a clean sweep of the present old build- 
ings—the courthouse proper and the two annexes—and replacing 
them with a half-million-dollar modern fireproof building adapted 
not only to the needs of today, but of the future. 

Another excellent feature of the report is the suggestion that 
judges and county officials who shall occupy the building be con- 
sulted as to their special needs. 

With both the city of Atlanta and the county of Fulton the 
principle to be observed in public construction is that which re- 
gards the necessities of tomorrow as well as those of today. Unless 
ample allowance is made for the restless expansion of the county's 
business, any economy practiced in the erection of an inadequate 
courthouse will be a losing policy in the long run. 

If the half million dollars available for the new courthouse is 
not enough to insure a proper building for the future as well as 
the present—and The Constitution has doubts on that score—more 
should be spent! 

The taxpayers have full faith in the board, and know that for 
every dollar expended the county will receive a dollar’s value in 
return. 

They will not, therefore, grudge the expenditure of even more 
than half a million dollars, should that be essential to securing a 
building that will meet the demands of growth for at least a reason- 
able time. 

The first desiderata are permanency and margin for expansion. 
Beside these, the question of cost becomes one of subordinate sig- 


nificance.

night. 

The meeting, held under the joint 
auspices of the Fulton County Medical 
Society. and the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, developed some _ very 
interesting discussions from leading 
members of the two organizations, and 
the dirty butcher shop as well as city 
councH came in for a good scolding. 

“The Relation of Food to Health” 
was the subject of a paper read by 
Dr. Lewis M. Gaines, in which he 
declared that ignorance in the choice 
and preparation of food was respon- 
sible for most maladies. He said 
there should be some way to instruct 
people intelligently what to eat, and 
advocated the teaching of cooking to 
girls in the public schools. 

Dr. S. A. Vishanska, in discussing Dr. 
Gaines’ subject, declared that council 
had too long maintained a stingy at- 
titude towards the demands of the 
board of health for laws that will pro- 
tect the health of the community. 

Criticises Council. ; 

In this connection he referred to 
council’@ failure tc pass the ordinance 
requiring that dafrymen keep their 
milk at a temperature of 50 degrees. 
He criticised its action in this matter 
as touching directly the lives of hun- 
dreds of babies, who are killed by 
drinking bacterta-laden milk. 

“From a talk I had with a certain 
member of council whose name I will 
not mention,” said Dr. Visanska, “it 
appeared that this ordinance failed to 
pass because it would hurt the small 
dealers.

Peking, January 26.—-Owing to the 
prevalence of the plague, railway traf- 
fic in North China has almost ceased, 
excepting from Tien-Tsin to Peking 
and between this city and Hankow.

Chinese, and only medically-certified 
foreigners. 

Service on the German line from 
Tten-Tsin to Pukow ‘has been sus- 
pended, and the prospect that further 
suspensions will be announced is caus- 
ing many foreigners in Peking to ar- 
range for a hasty departure from the 
city. Those leaving include Louis 
Einstein, secretary of the American 
legation, and other diplomats and fthetr 
wives. 

American Minister W. J. Calhoun has 
received cablegrams from relatives in 
the United States urging him to leave, 
but he intends to remain.

Grady Hospital. 


Furnishing Free Medical Atten- 
tion Is a Charity, and 
Through the Hospital, City 
Physicians May Be Reached 
at All Hours. 


Why the special committee of coun- 
cil decided to recommend that the 
trustees at the Grady hospital, and not 
the board of health, elect the three 
city physicians, who are to take the 
place of the ten ward physicians, is a 
very interesting municipal) question. 
The committee reached this decision 
for the following reasons: Because 
the health board looks after sanita- 
tion and contagious diseases, and the 
Grady hospital is a charitable insti- 
tution. The providing of medical at- 
tention for poor people is a matter 
of charity, and not sanitation. The 
Grady hospital is open at night as well 
as in the day, and the city physicians 
can be reached at all hours of the 
night through the hospital, when the) 
could not through the board of health 
The city physicians, in the handling 
of many cases, will come into direct 
touch with the Grady hospital, as they 
will be called upon to send many cases 
there. The Grady hospital now already 
has a free clinic and dispensary, which 
can in the future be operated in con- 
nection with the practice of the city 
physiclans

nance to abolish the ward doctors anid 
establish a board of city physicians tin 
connection with the Grady hospital, 
it is believed that the general couneil 
will adopt the report by a very decided 
majority. 

Tne terms of all the ward doctors, 
ten in number, one being from eact 
ward, will end the first of next July. 
At that time, if the ordinance reported 
favorably by the committee is adopt- 
ed, the trustees of the Grady hospital 
will proceed to elect three city phy- 
sicilans at a salary of $1,800 each. I 
is provided in the ordinance that can- 
didates for the positiong shall stand 
a competitive examination and be rec 
ommended by the superintendent of 
the Grady hospital. This will insure 
the selection of physicians who are 
capable and efficient. 

How They Will Be Detatied. 

One of the three city physicians wil! 
be detailed to look after the. prisoners 
at the police barracks and the city 
stockade. They will all be required to 
answer any calls made by the poor of 
the city who are not able to pay a 
physician. In this connection, the su- 
perintendent of the hospital will keep 
a record of all calls and ascertain 
whether or not they are made by the 
poor and needy. | 

Under the present system of ward 
doctors, the expense to the city is over 
$7,000 a year, and under the ordi- 
nance adopted last year reducing the 
salaries of the ward doctors, the cost 
will be $6,200 a year. Under the new 
system proposed, the expense will be 
pniy $5,400 a year. It is believed that 
the new system will not only be aa 
actual cash saving to the city, but will 
provide a more efficient and better or- 
ganized plan of taking care of the 
poor who need a physician. 


Bomb Causes Panic. 

New York, January 26.—A panic was 
created in the Italian quarter on the 
upper East Side today, when a bomb 
was thrown into the basement of a 
store and residence building. The ex- 
plosion wrecked the lower part of the 
building and shook the neighborhood. 
John Garliago, a grocer, who occupies 
the basement, admitted to the police 
that he had received several threaten- 
ing letters from the Black Hand.

REDUCTION IN RATES 
FOR PULLMAN BERTHS 


Cut Will Go Into Effect Next 
Wednesday---Intermediate 
Lower Berth Rate. 


Chicago, January 26.—Announcement 
was made yesterday from the Pullman 
company offices here that arrange- 
ments have been completed for the ap- 
plication next Wednesday of their new 
rate rules, which include a nation- 
wife reduction of 20 per cent in prac- 
tically all upper berth rates and a cut 
ranging from 25 cents to $1 on 20 per 
cent of all lower berths. 

The new tariffs, which have been 
filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission, provide that, where the lower 
berth rate is $1.90, the rate for the up- 
per berth shall be $1.25, and where the 
lower berth rate is more than $1.50, the 
upper berth rate will be 20 per cent 
less. 

A new feature of the rate scheme is 
the establishment of an intermediate 
lower berth rate. Heretofore a rate of 
$1.50 has been collected for a certain 
time and distance, and the next higher 
rate amounted to 560 cents more. In 
the revised tariffs rates, $1.75, $2.25, 
etc., have been put in wherever it was 
necessary to bring about an equaliza- 
tion of the lower berth rates. 

New tourtst sleeping car rates, also, 
have been filed. There is no change in 
rates for lower berths in these tariffs, 
but in the matter of upper berths there 
is a cut of 20 per cent, with a minimum 
upper berth rate of $1.

WITHIN NARROW RANGE: 


Opened at Advance, Prices 
Eased Off Middle of Day. 
Closed Near Best. 


New York, January 26.—The cotton 
market was very quiet today and fluc- 
tuated within a range of 5 or 6 points, 
closing steady at a net gain of 1@4 
points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 1@4 points on all positions 
except April, an inactive month, which 
was $ points lower in the absence of 
buyers. Relatively steady cables may 
have accounted for the initial ad- 
vance, and shortly efter the call the 
active months sold 3 to 5 points net 
higher, on covering of shorts, trade 
buying and a little demand from the 
leading bull brokers. A rumor that 
certain local bears had sold at jeast 
30.000 bales of cotton on the setback 
of late yesterday, without bringing 
about any liquidation of consequence, 
seemed to promote some demand dur- 
ing the early trading, as the pressure 
was not immediately renewed. Offer- 
ings became heavier, however.,: around 
14.99 for May, owirig to the less faver- 
able character of Manchester trade ad- 
vices and during the middle of the day 
prices eased off to a point or so under 
the closing figures of last night as 4 
result of scattering liquidation and a 
renewal of bear pressure. At 14.93 
for May, the market found more sup- 

ort and later rallied, closing at 14.97 
bid on bullish southern spot advices, 
a continued demand from trade inter- 
ests and covering by some of the early 
sellers. Last prices were within a point 
or two of the best. 

Southern spot markets, as officially 
reported, were 1-16 lower to 1-16 high- 
er.

New York, January 26.—The stock 

arket traveled today in the well- 

eaten path which it has followed of- 
ten in recent weeks, with some show- 
ing of spirit in the first hour and lit- 
tle more than a pretense of conduct- 
ing business during the remainder of 
the day. Prices ruled slightly above 
yesterday’s closing, and after a dip in 
the first hour and an immediate ral- 
ly, were maintained at a dead level, 
with a few olated exceptions.

able import, the change met with no 
response in the local stock market. 
Quotations in the local money market 
were unchanged. 

Atchison and St. Paul were strong 
features of the railroads, the former 
on account of its satisfactory Decem- 
ber showing, and the latter by reason 
of the declaration of the regular semi- 
annual dividend of 3% per cent., des- 
pite misgivings in some quarters. The 
Harriman stocks were again under 
pressure, with a renewal of reports 
that an unfavorable decision in the 
merger case is imminent, but held 
firm during most of the day, and were 
conspicuously strong at the close. Beth- 
lehem Steel moved up 3 points, the 
improvement being presumably due to 
recent large orders for rails which the 
corporation has received.

Foreign Finances. 

London, January 26.—After a prolonged dis- 
eussion the directors of the Bank of England 
today reduced the bank discount from 4% to 4 
per cent. This action was unexpected, in view 
of the present stringency fn the money market, 
which recently hardened private discounts; but 
evidently the directors were guided to their de- 
eisoon by the fact that they have absolute 
control of the money market, through tax collec- 
tions. and will be able to make the four per cent 
rate effective. When the bank returns are pub- 
lished, the reserve probably will show a good 
increase. Discount rates at foreign centers also 
are lower than In London and there ts an ab- 
sence of foreign gold demand, It {s believed that 
the Indian requirements are less pressing and 
probably this helped to bring down the minimum 
rate.

ARGENTINE SHIPMENTS 
SENT WHEAT PRICES OFF 


Market Closed at Net Loss of 
One-Eighth to One- 
Half Cent. 


Chicago, January 26.—Confronted 
with Argentine shipments, double those 
of last week and treble the record a 
yea r ago, the wheat market today 
turned nervous and weak. Latest ng: 
ures showed a net loss of %™@*%*% to 
@%*%. Corn closed to down, and 
oats % to @%. he finish in pro- 
visions was 2% off to 10c advance. 

It was announced that Argentine 
wheat shipments for January to date 
were 3,000,000 bushels, more than for 
the entire month corresponding in 1910. 
In this connection, authoritative figures 
were cited to show that world ship- 
ments had averaged 13,146,000 bushels 
a week, and that only 10,523,000 bushels 
average wolud be required for the re- 
mainder of the season. Russia and the 
Danubian ports have been shipping at 
the rate of more than 4,000,000 bushels 
a week. At the same time the new 
bd of the Argentine. as well as Aus- 
tralia and India, have not yet been 
touched. Even while putting forth 
such arguments, however, the bear 
leaders today lacked courage to press 
a decline, having been beaten too badly 
not twenty-four hours previous. Do- 
mestic developments also appeared to 
favor chiefly the bears. Cash wheat 
was weak in all directions, with Kan- 
sas City and Omaha complaining of 
lack of storage room and with the 
seaboard selling by the boat load at 
well under the price of Chicago May 
delivery. The range for that option 
here today was from 98% to 98% @99, 
with the close %@% net lower, at 98%. 

Corn sold off under local pressure, 
both for long and short account. It 
was asserted that foreign bids were 
badly out of line, and that talk of ex- 
ports had been much exaggerated. May 
varied between 50% and 50%, closing 
%4@% down, at 50%@5i0%. Cash corn 
was easy. No 2 yellow finished at 47@ 
4 


Poor shipping call depressed oats. 
May had ag high and low points, 34% @ 
34% and 344% @34%. 

In provisions strength was attrib- 
uted more to lack of offerings than to 
urgent demand. The lighter local hog 
run formed a supporting influence. At 
the end of the day pork was 2% lower 
to 5 up, lard unchanged to 2% higher, 
and ribs the-saem as last night, to an 
added cost of 10c.
